Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  first  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Walsall 
Rural  District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1925. 

Owing  to  Dr.  Fox’s  much-regretted  death,  my  task 
in  compiling  this,  my  first  Report,  has  been  more  difficult 
than  it  might  have  been  had  my  predecessor  been  able  to 
hand  matters  over  to  me. 

In  December,  1925,  a  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  intimating  that  the  Annual  Report  for  1925 
should  be  a  Survey  Report,  embracing  : — 

1.  The  measure  of  progress  made  in  the  area  during 
the  preceding  5  years. 

2.  The  extent  and  character  of  changes  made  in 
the  Public  Health  Services  during  that  period. 

3.  Any  action  of  importance  in  the  organisation  or 
development  of  Public  Health  Services  contem¬ 
plated  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Unfortunately,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  discuss  these 
matters  to  any  great  extent,  as  I  have  not  yet  acquired  a 
thorough  wrrting  knowledge  of  the  District  and  of  its 
requirements  and  improvements. 

The  population  of  the  District  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  at  June  30th,  1925,  is  13,800. 

There  were  249  Births  registered  in  the  District,  130 
being  males  and  119  females  ;  2  males  and  3  females  were 
illegitimate.  The  birth  rate  was  18.04 ’per  thousand  of  the 
population.  Last  year  the  birth  rate  was  20.13.  The 
1  irth  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  18.3.

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  there  were 
received  223  notifications,  giving  a  shortage  of  26  cases, 
which  were  not  notified. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  District  during 
1925  was  150. 

36  deaths  were  transferred  into  the  District,  and  16 
deaths  were  transferred  out  of  the  District. 

Of  these  150  deaths,  83  were  males  and  67  females. 

The  Death  Rate  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  was 
10.87.  Last  year  the  rate  was  9.08,  and  the  death  rate  for 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  12.2  for  1925. 

There  were  20  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age’ 
9  of  which  were  males  and  11  females,  as  compared  with 
13  last  year.  The  infantile  mortality  as  measured  by  the 
proportion  of  the  number  of  deaths  registered  at  ages  under 
one  year  to  1,000  births,  was  80.03.  Last  year  this  number 
was  50.54. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  was  therefore  considerably 
higher  than  the  previous  year.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  no  less  than  8  of  these  20  deaths  occurred  amongst 
premature  and  congenitally  weak  infants,  and  4  deaths 
resulted  from  Diarrhoea. 

18  deaths  were  due  to  Zymotic  Diseases  (i.e.,  Small  Pox, 

Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough, 

Diarrhoea  and  Fever),  viz.  : — 6  from  Measles,  1  from  Whoop- 
*  , 
ing  Cough,  4  from  Diarrhoea,  and  7  from  Diphtheria.  This 

gives  a  Zymotic  death  rate  of  1 .3.  Last  year  there  were  only 

7  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases,  and  the  death  rate  was 

.508. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  were  6  deaths  from  Measles, 
whilst  last  year  no  death  occurred  from  this  disease. 
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42  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  7  of  which  proved 
fatal.  The  districts  in  which  the  cases  occurred  are  as 
follows  : — Pelsall  31,  Aldridge  8,  Rushall  2,  Great  Barr  1. 
5  cases  were  removed  to  Cheslyn  Hay  Hospital,  and  2  cases 
to  Walsall  C.B.  Isolation  Hospital. 

36  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
but  no  case  proved  fatal.  17  cases  occurred  in  Pelsall,  15 
in  Rushall,  and  4  in  Bentley. 

One  case  from  Rushall  was  removed  to  Cheslyn  Hay 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Four  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  all  from  Rushall. 

19  cases  of  Primary  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia  were 
notified  during  the  year,  viz.  : — Rushall  12,  Aldridge  5, 
Bentley  1,  Pelsall  1. 

There  was  no  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified. 

One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  notified  from  Aldridge, 
but  fortunately  it  did  not  prove  fatal.  The  father  of  the 
patient  had  been  in  the  Forces  in  India,  and  had  been  in 
contact  there  with  Typhoid  Fever  cases,  so  probably  in¬ 
fection  had  passed  from  him  to  his  son. 

One  case  of  Lethargic  Encephalitis  was  reported  from 
Rushall — a  male  aged  38. 

Under  Form  A  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1912,  20 
cases  were  notified,  13  of  which  were  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  4  of  Tubercular  Glands,  and  3  of  Tubercular  Bones 
and  Joints. 

5  cases  were  in  Rushall,  9  in  Pelsall,  3  in  Aldridge,  1  in 
Bentley,  and  2  in  Great  Barr. 

3  cases  were  notified  under  Form  C  and  5  under  Form  D. 

During  the  year  3  deaths  were  due  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  2  to  other  Tubercular  Disease.

23  Swabbings  from  throats  were  sent  for  examination  at 
the  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  20  of  which  proved  negative. 
4  specimens  of  sputa  were  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli 
and  all  proved  negative. 

There  is  still  ample  room  for  improvement  in  the  Scav¬ 
enging  of  the  District,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  deep 
defective  ashpits  have  been  substituted  by  dust-bins. 

Especially  is  this  the  case  in  Aldridge,  Pelsall  and 
Rushall,  where  the  scavenging  is  carried  out  by  contract. 

It  is  rather  significant  that  in  Pelsall,  where  sanitary 

» 

conditions  are  worse  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  District, 
the  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  far  more  numerous 
than  they  should  be,  taking  into  consideration  the  popula¬ 
tions  of  the  various  areas  in  the  District. 

A  glance  at  the  figures  will  show  that  as  regards 
Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  Tuberculosis  notifications, 
Pelsall  easily  tops  the  list. 

Diphtheria  (42  notifications)  -  31  from  Pelsall. 

Scarlet  Fever  (36  n  )  -  17  n  n 

Tuberculosis  (20  n  )  -  9  u  n 

The  conversion  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  to  the  Water 
Carriage  system  is,  I  think,  the  first  step  to  alter  this  state 
of  affairs. 

I  understand  that  the  late  Dr.  Fox,  my  predecessor, 
laid  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  an  Isolation  Hospital  is  very 
much  needed,  Several  cases  have  arisen  where  urgent  isola¬ 
tion  was  essential,  and  when  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain 
this  isolation  either  in  Cheslyn  Hay  Hospital  or  in  the  Wal¬ 
sall  County  Borough  Isolation  Hospital.  This  state  of  affairs 
should  not  exist  if  widespread  epidemics  are  to  be  prevented, 
and  I  strongly  advise  that  proper  isolation  should  be 
guaranteed  for  these  urgent  infectious  cases  which  are  certain 
to  appear  in  the  future. 
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I  have  heard  recently  that  the  Brownhills  Council  are  to 
have  an  isolation  hospital  erected,  and  I  suggest  that  if  at 
all  possible,  the  Walsall  Rural  District  should  endeavour  to 
join  them  in  their  venture. 

The  Health  Visiting  is  still  being  carried  out  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner. 

Miss  Webster,  the  Visitor  for  Pelsall,  Rushall  and 
Bentley,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Seisdon  district,  and  her 
place  has  been  filled  by  Miss  Trueman. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  have  any  schools  closed  on 
account  of  epidemic  or  infectious  disease. 

< 

As  regards  the  Housing  problem,  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  the  majority  of  the  Council  Houses  (over  80  in 
all)  commenced  to  be  built  in  1925,  have  now  been  completed 
and  tenanted. 

Much,  however,  remains  to  be  attended  to  regarding 
the  housing  of  the  working  classes,  even  although  the  number 
of  houses  erected  privately  was  considerably  increased 
during  1925. 

During  the  year  54  houses  have  been  built,  but  they 
have  been  all  of  the  villa  and  bungalow  type. 

In  Aldridge  12  have  been  built,  Rushall  3,  Pelsall  5, 
and  Great  Barr  34. 

The  working  of  the  Town  Planning  Act  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  on  the  same  lines  as  previous  years,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  resume  : —

Two  Notices  were  served  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing 
and  Town  Planning  Act  during  the  year. 

Both  were  wooden  buildings — 1  in  Great  Barr  and  1  in 
Bentley. 

The  work-places,  including  Bakehouses  and  Dress¬ 
makers’  Shops,  have  been  regularly  visited  during  the 
year.

Only  one  small  pig  was  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
and  only  one  contravention  of  the  Act  occurred. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925,  4  cows  were 
ordered  to  be  slaughtered  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon,  3  being 
certified  fit  for  human  food,  and  one  was  condemned.

During  the  same  period  275  ashpits  were  done  away  with 
and  bins  substituted  in  their  stead,  and  64  Privy  Pans 
replaced  the  same  number  of  Privies. 

The  Scavenging  in  Aldridge,  Pelsall  and  Rushall,  at 
present  carried  out  by  contracts,  leaves  plenty  of  room  for 
improvement. 

The  general  substitution  of  Ashpits  by  Bins  would 
undoubtedly  bring  about  a  vast  improvement,  and  as  seen 
above,  this  substitution  is  taking  place  fairly  rapidly. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Jackson,  has  done  his  best 
during  the  year  to  fulfil  his  various  duties.
